He indicated he may petition the liCg- 
L^lature to abolish the Boston trafSc 
commission and transfer It^ duties back 
to the street commission, a consoUda- 
Mon which is expected to effect a saving 
of at least $50,000 anmially. He is also 
co!i.sldering the advisability of combm- 
Ing che institutions and penal mstitu- 
■ tions departments and consolidating the 
planning board with another affilUated 
dei>artrnent. 

As the mayor vas paring the police 
budget, the Bttston Municipal Research 
Bureau warned that "the promise to cut 
,$1 000,000 from the budget is a move 
in' the right direction, but facts com- 
piled bv the Municipal Research Bureau 
prove it to be Inadequate" and that ^ 
i "latest figures show that Boston's 
finances are moving toward a new and , 
final .stage of crisis which the city's I 
budget program, as now announced for s 
1933, cannot meet" I

154,870. Police Commissioner Hultman 
Isked for an appropriation of $6,404,579 
and the mayor's allowance represented 
a reduction of about $406,000 in Hult- 
man's e.stlmate of the sum needed U) 
operate his department.

That Mayor Curley has finally come 
to the realization that sul>stantlal re- 
trenchment in city expenditures Is pos- 
sible only through personnel, is evident 
by his decision today to seek legislation 
givine him authority to cut salaries and 
to make eliminations, a step which the 
, civic organizations have urged as a rem- 
edy for high taxes which cannot be ig- 
nored. The mayor will also seek author- 
jity to merge the trafhc department with 
'the street laying-out department and will 
have a meeting on Tuesday next to dis- 
cuss tlic feasibility of uniting the City 
Planning Board with the Huikling De- 
partment, all o£ which would result in 
economy, 

I When Mayor Curley announced to the 
'press that he wOuld cut the budget of 
1933 "at least !fl,O0U,O00" under the al- 
lotments for the present year, which 
would amount to a tax rate reduction of 
I Imrely fifty cents, the civic bodies intcr- 
(ested immediately ventured the criticism 
that the mayor was merely playing with 
them if his utterance was sincere. There 
was one man, however, Frederic S. 
jSnyder, president of the Hoston Chamber 
jof Commerce, who did not take the re- 
mark seriously. He and his associates 
had called for a $!(,IIOO,UOO cut In expendi- 
Itures, and he could not believe that the 
jmayor would practically ignore the de- 
mand, in view- of what he termed "an 
aroused public opinion." 

When the mayor spolce of a $1,000,. 
000 saving lie had not seen a single bud- 
get sheet front the departments. His 
Information had come from consultation 
jn'lth Budget Commissioner Charles J. 
fFox and Mr. Fox's analysis of the situa- 
tion. He was positive, he stated, that ha 
could duplicate last year'.s effort in cllmi- 

fating approximately $5, 001). 000 from 
he estimates of that time ivlihout im- 
pairing the efficiency of the essential 
public service. As to details, he knew 
nothing. 

Yesterday, however, there came the 
first budget cont'.srenoo at City Hall, 
and at the same time the Municipal Re- 
search Bureau sent out a statement re- 
minding the mayor of the serious condi- 
tion of the city with high taxes and of 
the opportunity to lift tlie burden by 
work on the budget. The mayor spent 
four hours with Police Commissioner 
Eugene C. .Hultman and as an initial Mt»p 
succeeded in clipiiing his esiimates by 
5400, »0i), or aboin ?l5t;,SV0 less than wai 
ailo^^eit 'a-'i' vcar.

Mayor Will (<o l''ar 

Despite the unfriendly attitude of the 
nuiyor at the conference ho .accorded 
represemuUveH of the civic bodies, such 
as tho Massachu.setta Tax Asso<^lalion, the 
Municipal itescarih liureau, tlie Boston 
jand Massachu.'ietts real estate exchanges 
land tlie labor unions, which gave him tho 
headlines in the papers, tiiere is no ques- 
tion, Ills advisers say, that he will go far 
to meet the demantls for i-etrenchment. 
It may be po.ssible to get J2, 000,000 out of 
I the budget items othei- than in personnel, 
' but in order to accomplish that much 
' most drastic eliminations will be neces- 
sary. 

Personnel is the great problem. Tho 
civic bodies realize that the payroll Is 
.clogged as never before. In the. days 
I of Mayor Andrew J. Peters the same 
probi,"mi was acute, though tlie tax rale 
wa-s almost halt what it la now. Mr. 
I Peters studied the situation for many 
weeks, only to realize that to save a 
I million dollars in the payrolls under lii-s 
control wouKi be impossible without leg- 
islative assistance to counteract the civil 
I service laws. 

In lieu of sak'ry reductions the pres- 
ent mayor has had in force a system of 
voluntary contribuiions for the help of 
the public welfare department ranging 
ironi one to three days' pay per month. 
He has talked of doubling that reouire-

To date the mayor has not subscribed to 
the plan. Should he consent to It and 
sliould ho ibe able to put it into force, 
the city would save $5,000,000 during 
1933. 

Civic Bodies to Help 

For nearly two weeks the budget 
sheets have been at the disposal of the 
Municipal Research l^eague anu die Fi- 
nance CoinniLsslon. thus making possible 
tho most intensive study of city finance 
ever made outside City Hall, It is he 
first time in the history of the city tuat 
sucli steps have been taken to place the 
cards face up on the table, though hardly 
anybody expected. a.c tho cumlusiun of 
the City Jlali conference with civic 
bodies, that the mayor would sanction 
any such procedure. 

What the outcome of such studies will 
be remains prublematicai. Naturally, the 
Municij.-al Kesearch l/cague is in no po- 
sition to handle the bu.igei so inleiligently 
las the city officials in cliarge with their 
constant contact with the departments 
and the needs of all in.blic services, but 
such disadvantage could be overcome if 
the civic interests could work in har- 
mony with the Finance Comml.ssion and 
later Join with the Cit.y Council's commit- 
tee on ajipropriations when tho various 
department lieads are summoned to give 
testimony on their estimates. 

It is a fact that in thirty-three in- 
stances tlie estimates of departments have 
exceixled tlic 1932 allowances, despite the 
constiint appeals of the rTi.Tyor to keep 
them far below. Police Commissioner 
Hultman was the greatest offender 
against the economy program in asking 
$:i-l!),709 more than tho $G,l,-,t,,S70 of this 
year, but when he left City Hall yester- 
day he was vinhaiiiiy in the r.'alization 
that he must give up his plaus of rais- ' 
ing tho police personnel ,0 its ful! 
strength, by tlie appointmen', of 134 men 
to hll vacancies in the event of an 
emergency, and also to exiend the sig- 
nal system.

For over four hours at City Hall the 
police commissioner pointed o'.:t the 
needs of his department to the Mayor 
and Budget Commissioner Charles J. 
Fox, hut the monfy for the new cap- 
tains and palrolnicn to fill varatu-ies 
in tlie department was stricken from 
hLs budget. 

Will Name Lieutenants 

Cnmnii.ssionor liultmnn, however, will 
appoint sis additional lieutenants, 
bringing 'i^ force to I'i, as comp.ired' 
with the sTlieutenaats allowed in this 
year's budgcl. But in order to rarry 
out this proposal, he will redur-e his 
corps of inspeclor.s. mainly through 
retirements and pronintinns. 

Although barred from appointing 
additional patrolmen or higher ofTlcprf, 
the commissioner was adamant in his 
de.nands as to the necessity for appoint- 
ing lieutennnt.s and sergeants. This 
will be an incenti-e to the present 
sergeants and patrolmen to strive fo;- 
promotions in the department.

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WILL ASK FOR 
LEGISLATION 

Also to Demand Authority 
to Cut City Salaries 



Ijcgislation givinp to the Mayor of a 
city full power to remove employes and 
to reduce salaries wiii be asiteu by 
Mayor James M. Cuiley. Agitation 
that salaries of city employes be cut 
and certain departments abolished or 
the pefsonnel curtailed, encountered 
the obstaoie that many of the p""i, 
tions and salaries are either fixed hy 
direct legislative act, by the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission empowered by the 
Lcfiislalure, or by the City Council. 

It is known that the Mayor of Bos- 
ton realizes tne possibly dangerous 
power in the iia'nds of an executive 
having' absolute control over salaries 
and positions; but present conditions 
are said by certain individual.^ and or- 
Kanlzations to make neces.sary reduc- 
tions in wages and personnel over 
which the Mayor has no ccitroi. 

Success of the move for the legisla- 
tion is by no means certain. In fact, 
it is said to be very doubtful, and 
great persuasion will be necessary to 
convince the Legislature that sucl\ a 
centralization of power in an execu- 
tive, «ven in these ti-mes, is warrant- 
ed. Time and again similar legislr-- 
tion has been introduced, only to be 
flatly turned down. 

Other legislation wil be necessary to 
carry out suggestions of civic bodiea 
that savings be effected by the trans- 
fer of activities of certain boards to 
ether boards. On Tuesday, the Mayor 
will hold a conference to consider the 
advisability of the transfer of the City 
Flanning Board to the Building De- 
partment. Other changes and consoli- 
dation if possible by iet;islation, will 
b.i asked for by the Mayor, but he 
would not indicate if the proposed 
transfers or consolidations would re- 
sult in loss of jobs. i 

In view of the policy in vogue of not ' 
filling vacancies except by transfers 
from other departments or the placing 
of additional work on department em- 
ployes, it is possible that the con- 
solidations and the transfer method 
rt'ill bo followed wherever possible. 

According to the Mayor the transfer 
of employes or the piacin.g of addi- 
tional work on employes o take U]i 
the .slack of va(;ancies already rep- 
resents a. 2 percent saving and would 
mean a saving of 10 percent over n 
peiiod of five vears.

Hearings on petitions of former Senator Joseph J. Mul- 
lu-rn and others into the general lulison rate structure are 
still being held before the Public lUilities Commission. 

Now" comes thi.s hint by the Mayor at a request for a 
special hearing before the Commission on the rate charged 
Boston, which amounts to more than $1,500,000 a year. 

Chairman Dowd and his associates on the City Council 
S|)ecial committee have been giving out interesting figures 
as to lower rates in other cilies. 

Thev point to Holyoke with its municipal lighting 
plant and its rate of four cents for the first 100 kilow att 
hours and three and one-half cents for any 
amount more than this. 

The committee offers figures from the 
State House showing that 222,835 Edison 
customers in Boston pay on the basis of 
7' > cenls iicr kilowatt hour, amounting to 
about !?18,0C»ri.n(K1 anmially. The cnmmittee 
adds : 

"Comparing the cost to the 17,000 con- 
sumers in Holyoke, on the same basis with 
the 222,835 consumers in Boston, the saving Major Curiey 
to the consumers in the City of Boston would be $6,500,000 
per year, together with a saving ot $750,000 per year to the 
city itself,"

CHARGES EVASIONS 

"While a substantia! ntmiber of our 
citizenry," he said, "arc permitted to 
escape the pa.vment of their ,1ust pro- 
portion of the tax burden, our so-called ^ 
public-spirited citizens are .shrieking for | 
economy in government and are de- 
Uberateiy shifting and cvadinR their 
portion of the burden of government 
to the backs of the smnll home owners 
already groaning under a load almost 
unbearable." 

"If all necessary improvements are 
deferred," he said, "if salaries ot em- 
ployes are cut and it the list of em- 
ployes is reduced, little relief will be 
afforded tli« owners of real estate."

In his budget cuts the mayor has 
loped off $8000 ivom the planning 
board, the $26,000 a.sked by the board 
being reduced to $16,000. 

W. Stanley Parker, member of tiie 
planning board, today unfolded to Mayor 
Curley a proposal Jor the development 
ot a plan to utilize the men receiving 
aid from the welfare department of the 
city, a j)lan which its proponents believe 
will work tx) better advantage than the 
jjrescnt method of using receivers of , 
welfare. !

Durini; .yesterday's conferences it 
was agreed to deduct $140,000 in the j 
Fire Dopartm.ent, $7,'5,00O in the Elec- < 
lion Department, .?40()0 in tlie city 
clerk's oflice and $700 in the Board of 
Examiners. That total was lowered 
because of an appropriation of $,V)On 
for the city collectors oince lor in- 
creased postage. The city collector's 
budcet was increa.'-.ed .?.')doo over the 
.VJS.notI appropriation for 1932. 

Fire riepartment operations for next; 
year will .show a reduction in the 
number of trucks. Mayor Curley jur- 
gented a reorsanizatlon of the de- 
partment which, in his opinion, will 
make a great .saving over a period of 
years without reducing the efficiency 
of the department. Instead of 15 fire 
districts as tn the days of horse appa- 
ratus, each district with two chiefs, 
the Mayor suggested 10 districts, each 
with two chiefs. 

No chief.s would be discharged, but 
in case of deaths and retirements there 
would be no promotions and in time 
a saving of J40,00() a year in salaries 
for Are chiefs would be made. There 
are 65 houses and 87 captains and the 
Mayor proposed the same arrangement 
.until there are but 66 captains wh'irh 
would he a reduction of $(iO,(iOO in over- 
head and a similar plan in the case of 
the 129 lieutenants. The Mayor ex- 
pressed the belief that in time there 
would he a saving of $1,000,000. The 
same plan was suRKcsted recently to 
Commissioner Km;ene A. Hiiltman for 
the Police Department.

AN UNFAIR CHARGE 

The highly unpopular 50-cent-a-moiith service charge 
imposed upon customers of the Boston Consolidated Gas 
Company is again under fire— as it ought to be. 

Mayor Curley has asked President 
Banium of the gas company to reduce 
the yearly price of $9.17 wh'ich the city 
now pays for every one of its lO.OOC 
street gas lamps, also to abolish the 
service charge to private consumers and 
substitute a minimum charge for 
actually used. 

It is estimated that the service 
charge costs gas company customers 
$1,800,000 a year, many customers pay- 
ing for gas not used. 
^ and others fought a vigorous battle 
against the service charge last year. When the Public Utili- 
ties Commission upheld the service charge, the right of the 
commission to do so was challenged. The commission was 
npheld in the Supreme Court. The service charge remained 
in force. 

The service charge is particularly unfair because it in 
creases the cost to the small consumers and to the poor 
families, who economize on gas as on other household ex- 
penses. 

The old gas rate was a flat one of $1.20 per 1000 cubic 
feet. The present rate, allowed in 1929, is $1 per laX) feet 
with the added service charge of 50 cents per month

Various civic groups wliich have been 
ippealing to Mayor Curley for taxation 
relief realize, more clearly, than at any

from the mayor in budget reduction. 
Vvhat tiiey will cio ai)out it is a question. 
Three course."! aie open: tirst, a request 
to sit down witii his honor and go over 
the ligures in detail; second, rely upon 
the City Council; third, take their case 
(to the L/eRi!5lature. The latter course ap- 
rpears to be the mn.st effective by the way 
of an investigation of city affairs. 

Hut, after all, such organizations as 
the Boston Municipal Research Bureau, 
the Massachusetts 'Tax Association, the 
Puston Chamljer of Commerce and the 
Bo.stou Real Kstate Exchange have been 
under no illusions of success at City Hall 
from the moment the mayor extended 
them an invitation to send representa- 
tives to a financial conference.

Yesterday the decreases included 
a cut of li:i2g,.3S5 in the hospital depart- 
ment, wliich will re; I'.t in the elimination 
of the .social' .service work at the City 
Hospital and at the .sanaioriimi at Mat- 
tapan. Tlie park department contributed 
a .saving of jn'.o.iiiKi. Today llie public 
workri department may add $500,000 to 
tho saving. This will complete the sur- 
vey f.f the departments, and but for cer- 
tain .•slight revisions later to be made, the 
savings are not expected to equal 5 per 
cent, a very slight reductimi, as the civic 
groups will ( onteiid.

"It is neither fair nor possible to 
expect the whole increase to come 
from those who have supj orted these 
organizations in the past. We must 
spread the support as widely as pos- 
sible. The work is the work of the 
community as a whole, and we hope, 
through the campaign, that it may be 
supported by the community as a 
wnole." 

Mr Rogerson said that more than 100 
leading Boston welfare organizations 
have joined this year to raise the 
money to provide for their 1933 bud- 
gets through a great community fund, 
the goal of the campaign to be started 
in the middle of January.

Would Relieve Oppressive Burden on Home Owner 

He Tells Mass Real Estate Association-Replies 

To Curiey's "Racket" Charge 



A moderate salts tax placed on lux- 
uries and a drastic cut in municipal 
expenditures would combine io relieve 
the home owner of some of the op- 
pressive burden of taxation, Alexander 
Whiteside of the Massachusets Tax 
Association declared yesterday at a 
meeting of 2C0 members of the Massa- 
chusetts Real Estate Association in 
Oakland Hall, Matapan. 

Mr Whiteside, who has been the 

target of attack by Mayor Curley 

several times in recent months in the 

public discussion of tax rates and 

municipal economy, said that it would 

be unfortunate if additional revenue 

was raised from any source without 

at the aame time making a drastic cut 

i in Governmental expenditure. 

I He argued that if the State Is to he 

' used as the medium of producing ad- 

'. ditional revenue, the State or some de- 

' partment of the State ought to be 

given the power to see that the muni- 

tipalities cut their expense. 

"That is a perfectly fair proposition 
h« said," and any municipality which 
finds itself in need of State «W or 
additional revenue ought to be willing 
to accept it. but I do not believe Mayor 
Curlev or Goodwin would be. ' 



Answers Curley Charge \ 

Mr- Whiteside al.so took cognizance of , 
accusations of Mayor Curley concern- 
ing his own activities, but said he did 
not "propo.se' to attack Mayor Curley i 
-he and I have sa.d eno.gh bad things 
about each other for the present. | 

"I am accused hv the Mayor, he

"I have sought for a BO°f. ,"*,,. 
years, and particularly In tms dc 
pression, the best advice I could t'^ 
on this sublect. 1 do not believe an 
Increase In the tax on earned "">°"*" 
v.ould result in much more revenuo 
and 1 am sure it would result in ve.y 
considerable hardship on people wng 
,-1^ hard-pressed now. I do not believe 
?n increase in the tax on gains fronj: 
the sale of stocks and bonds wouia 
r.roduce much more revenue because 
thc(B are no gains at present ana 
there are not likely to be any for some 
I time to come. , 

"I do not believe that an increase in 
the tax on the income from Uxabl* 
stocks and bonds would produce mucn 
more levenue. In fact, I think It wigni 
produce less because 1 think that many 
cf the owners of stocks and bonds 
would remove themselves and their in- 
j tangibles out of the Stati. to Rhode 
! Island, Connecticut or some ouiei 
State where taxes are lower. In that 
way Massachusetts would not only 
lose th« entire tax on the securities so 
taken out of the State but It would 
lose the capital of those who owned 
the securities, and their business in- 
itiative and ability, and at a time 
when Massachusetts ought to be en- 
couraging people and money to come 
into the State rather than trying to 
dri i'e them out. 

Up to Legislature, He Says 

"It is possible that a small tax on 
securities not now taxable, such as 
stocks In Ma.ssachusetts corporations, 
might produce a little more revenue 
but I doubt if it would be a great deal 
because many Massachusetts corpora- 
tions are not paying dividends on their 
stocks, and others have reduced divi- 
dends. Also, it should be borne in 
mind that these Massachusetts corpo- 
rations already pay a tax to the State 
which is supposed to be equivalent to 
the tax on which the stockholders in 
corporations in other Slates pay on 
their holdings In Massachusetts. I 

"However, as far as I or anybody l' 
represent is concerned, 1 should be 
glad to have this subject thoroughly 
considered by the Legislature. 1 do 
not hold myself as an authority on it, 
but I do think I am not as ignorant 
as Mayor Curley and Goodwin. Fur- 
thermore. I am not actuated In the 
matter by political considerations. It 
seems to be good politics (or politicians 
to talk about 'soaking' the rich. The 
trouble is there are not many rich and 
it has been proved that an attempt to 
increuse taxes on intangibles results 
usually in a loss rather than a gain. 
"The subject is a complicated one 
and cannot be dealt with either by a 
politician In a political speech, or byi 
the ordinary man like myself at a 
meeting of this kind. If it is to be' 
dealt with. It ought to be dealt with byl 
the Governor and the Legislature after! 
seeking the best advice frcm expertl 
economists, accountants and business' 
people. I will admit 1 am not com- 
petent tn give such advice, and I am 
sure that Mayor Curley and Frank A. 
Goodwin are not.

Curley Plans to Extend Re- 
ductions to $;i,ooo,ooo 



Mayor Curley yesterday virtuall.v

Wdget, with redactions of $2,800,000 
from last year's budget. He plans to | 
revive the budget again and extend the 
reduction to $3,000,000, 

The reciulrcinents of county depart- 
ments for next year were deterniined 
at a conference of county officials aid 
the mavor yesterday.

'Lack Facts' 



Mayor Curled yesterday characterized 
advocates of a 25 per cent, reduction in 
the cast of the city government as "per- 
Isons who were lacking In intimate 
iknowledge of the facts." 
I The specific demand jointly made on 
the mayor by the chamber ol commerce, 
Massachusett.^, Tax Afsoclatlon, muni- 
cipal research bureau and the Boston | 
real estate exchange was a reduction 
of $9,000,000 of the entire appropriation 
budget which last year was approxl- , 
mately $79,000,000. 

The mayor did not name the individ- 
uals or organizations demanding a cut 
in the budget of 25 per cent. 

In ft statement which joined admis- 
sion of keen disappointment because of 
failure to reduce substantially the ap- 
propriation for the maintenance of the 
district co\irts of Boston and Chelsea, 
the mayor announced that he had de- 
manded that all department heads re- 
veal how further cuts can be made In 
appiopriatlon items tentatively deter- 
mined. 

SCHOOL DECREASE 

He said that he is without knowledge 
of the extent of the reductions which 
Iwil! be revealed in the tentative budget 
of the school department, but his state- 
ment indicated the belief that the cost 
of educatioii in 1933 will be decreased. 

The mayor wrestled yesterday with 
appropriations for the Charles street 
jail, the county courthouse and the dis- 
trict courts.

TUN.VEL LEAKS 
"In a tunnel between the administra- 
tion building and pavilion 3 water fre- 
quently leaks in through the sides and 
top of the tunnel. 

"In the building known as Medical 9 
built in 1927, there is a serious leak in 
the roof. 

"In the Vose house for nurses numer- 
ous leaks through the walls are vLsiblc." 
'^he commi.ssion cites that, although 
there .has been considerate correspon- 
dence on these defects between Archilct 
James II. Ritchie and the contractor 
and sub-contractors, no actual results 
have been obtained.

not suitable for a water-bearing sou 
such as is found in the area covered 
bv the Cily Hospital, The Pan sys- 
tem is one in which arches made or 
thin metal are distributed .-ver tne 
floor area and the spaces between them 
filled with concrete masonry. In the 
present case, the commission ha.s been 
informed that the thickness ol the 
concrete above the tops of the metal 
arches of com'bined ordinary and wa- 
terproofing masonry is three and one- 
liaU inches. 

"Tile Finance Commission's engineer 
claims that the Pan .system is an 
economical one as regards the amount 
of masonry used snd Is a perfectly 
proper system to use on the upper 
floors of 'buildings where the pressure 
is downward, but is not in his opin- 
ion a system that is suitable t:) obtain 
the best effects in water-bearing soil, 
\uheve there may he a substantial up- 
ward pressure. 

"No Protection ior I'aticnts" \ 

"The pediatric building, as planned 
ano completed, has a solarium 40 feet 
by 20 feet on the roof. Entrance is 
made to it across the roof from a pent- j 
house approximately 2.'j feet away. In- 
valids, therefore, who arc wheeled to 
it or who walk to it are exposed to 
the elements in g<ung from the pent- 
house to the solarium. The plans did 
not retjulre a protected pa.ssagewa\'. 

"In many pla<.es scattered through 
the new building .".re evidences of, 
alterthmights by the ai-chitect in the I 
^^-.''y of installations of piping, etc, 
where it was founri necc-sary to break 
through new construction, lca^■in,g the 
apeitures both unslghtl,^' and unfin- 
ished. 

"There has been considerable criti- 
cism during the .Summer and Kail 
monlhs of the grounn <-ondition out- 
side the buildings on the main hospital 
property. The contractors left piles of 
excavated material scattered o\-pr the 
yard, making approach to the buildings 
unsightly ana access inconvenient. 
Very recently this material has bc^n 
away from the main hospital 
grounds; but in other places, notably 
in the reB,r of the ambulance station, 
may he found conditions -uch a.1 pr- 
riinarily are associated v\'ith public 
dumps.

voted most of his time to law. 

Starting his political career in 1883 
as a member of tlie IjCgislature from 
the Charlestown district, he at once be- 
came a figure in politics. 

Three years In the lower branch of 
ithe Leglsiature and then elected to the 
Senate, he wa."-: named by Mayor Hugh 
O'Brien to be fi'.'e commissioner. Later 
he became wire commissioner, later 
water commussioner. and in 1914 chair- 
man of the finance oommLv;ion. 

In 1898 he made his famous fight 
against Mayor Patr'.ck A. Collins, run- 
ning against him for the Democrttic 
nomination. Defeated for the ncmina- 
tlon, he continued in the contest and 
helloed pave the way for the election 
of Thomas N. Hart over Collins. 

His act was not reli.shcri by the Dem- 
ocratic leaders and he fell on the outs 
with them, but year rfter year he con- 
tinued to Ix- a power to be reckoned 
with. His shadow hovered about ccunt- 
le.SK political discussions and time and 
again )iis name was advanced for the 
mayoralty. 

CANDIOATF, AGAINST CURLEY 

Political history in tiie past 25 years 
cannot be written without mention of 
hts name. Altliough an important rifflce 
holder for . lany years during that pe- 
riod, public attention was not focus,sed 
on him until 1921. wiicn he was brought 
Into the limelight as a candidate 
against Mayor Curley. 

The fight became Curley vs. Murphy, 
and lU bittfnies.s will long be remem- 
bered. Murphy, an orator on the one 
hir.a. Curloy an orator on the other,

John R. Murphy was born in Charles- 
town Aug 2.5, 1856, and educated In 
the public schools. His first busmess 
associations were with Silsbee &• Mur- 
phy, brokers. Subsequently, he became 
business manager of the Eioston PUOy 
of which John Boyle Q-RelUy, who had 
married a sister, was editor. 

Then came hi.s dip into palitics. He 
s<=rved in the lower branch in 1883, 
1884 and 1885, and was then elected

"Mayor O'Brien called him to be fire 
commissioner, on which board he served 
until the department of vrircs was 
created. He was made head of the 
department, having while fire comnUs-' 
sioner. made an exhaustive study of 
the electrical end of the department. 

He went abroad, studying the prob- 
lems and the advanced ideas of the 
foreign department, visiting London, 
Pari.s, and other cities. On his return 
he was hailed as a candidate for mayor. 
This wa.s in 1893 but he declined to 
run. 

That same y>, r he was married and 
went to live on Cordis street, Charles- 
town. At the age of 41 he .studied 
law and was admitted to the bar. 
TAUGHT AT HARVARD 

In 1896 Mayor Quincy narae-d him 
water commi.ssioner. Mayor Peters re- 
called him in 1919 to be fire commls- 
sioiicr. He was at the time chairman 
of the finance commission, a post to 
wliich he had been named by Gov. 
Walsh. He succeeded the late John A. 
Suilivan 

From that time on his activity ln| 
ix)litics ceased and, between his of 
ficlal duties and the law, he was kep 
busy. 

He had taught at Harvard on fir; 
department adminlstraticn. He was i 
recognized authority and the depart 
ment was brought to a liigh pitc'n o. 
cfficien 'y during hLs regime. The men 
in the department found him a severe 
executive but a friendly and .sympa- 
thttic one.

Praises I.eHer to Banks Asking 
Leniency for Home Owners 

Mayor Curley has written to Wilmnt 
R Evans commending the latter's rec- 
ommendation to .savings banks, co-oper- 
ative banfcs and trust companies to be 
lenient about foreclosures of mortgages 
onnomesin ca.-^es where the mortgagois 
are unable to pay the interest or taxes. 
Mr Evans made this recommendation 
ill a report of the real estate cominit- 
tee for the first federal wserve district. 

The mayor .say.s that on Nov. 15 ht 
communicated with banking InteresUs 
in the .state holding mortgages on Bos- 
ton prop-'rty, asking them to pay over- 
due taxes for mortgagors who are un- 
able to pay tliem. He suggested that 
the amounts thus paid be added to the 
mortgages, or that separate accounts be 
set up. enabling the taxpayers to make 
part payment.s covering a period ol 
months. ' The majority of banking to- 
terc.sts, the mayor says, gave assurance 
of co-operation. In ca.ses where tnev 
declined, relief was afforded through tno 
collecting department, he s,.ys, which 
accepted payments of not; less than a 
per cent, of the amounts due, giving 
a further extension of time for payment 
of the remainder of the tax.

Too Expensive for "Comtdii" 

"The handling by the School BmUl- 
ings Department of ihe work to date' 
on this new high sehool, which as. 
yet has only reached the laying of 1 
the foundation stago, might bo de- 
scribed as a 'comedy of errors,' if 11 
were not for tlie fact that tho blunder- 
Itg or other loose handling ol ttie sit- 
uation has already oblig; ted the city; 
to pay upwards of J10n,000 more than, 
was believed necessary. 

"Responaibilitv for the proper con- 
duct of the School Buildings Depart- 
ment rests primarily in the superintend- 
ent o' construction, Mr R.ourke, who 
Is given authority by pt.Ttuto t.> art- 
minister tho depHVtinein.

Ciirley, the Finance Commission, 
citing instances ot aUegert Incompe- 
tence, unreliability and blundering 
on ^hp. part of those intrnsted with 
the handling of the construction of 
h\iildings, rcnucsfed Mayor Ciirley 
and (ho nicmborB ot Ih.e School Com- 
mittee to confer with the Board of 
Commissioners of School Builriings 
"to find mcanr, tinnHy to put an end 
to the waste, extravagance and in- 
efficiency of tho officials of the 
School Buildings Pcpartment." 

No Penalty Ever Exacted 

The Finance Commission declared 
that although on several occasions 
during the past three years, attention 
of city ofRcials has boon called to "this 
incompetency or unreliability costing 
the taxpayers ten.s ot thousands of dol- 
lars through mistaUes in planning, 
through neglect in supcrviMng or 
through dcliberalc extravagam-e, tnnt 
"at no tim« fioeo it appear that nn> 
action ha.'i been tuVten tn penalize any < 
employe for stupidity, neglect or «x- , 
travagance." . , „ '■

Problems Known at Slart 

••It was generally known to tho de- 
p,irtment before this Pi'cJ'"\t wa.s 
started that the site presented dithcult 
foundation problems. There was every 
reason, therefore, why the preliminary 
work should have been handled with 

' "The department hired the Pierce 
'company to mnko the borings to de- 
termine the soil conditions. These 
were made under the supervision of 
Herbert I^. Tatter.son, the depart- 
ment's civil engineer. The report by 
tho pierce Company, which was ap- 
proved by Patterson, stated that soil 
of Kiifflcient bearinc- onality had been 
found at an nverago depth of 15 feet 
below the surface and that no water 
was encountered In any of the bor- 
ings. This report has been found to 
be absolutely unreliable. 

"The character of tho site is ah- 
normal. An old sower was known to 
run through tho lot. The contour 's 
replete with shaip undulations due to 
Irfxeavations and fills in the past. 
These conditions were sufTiciently ob- 
vlo\is to put the school authorities on 
notice that unusual care would have 
to bo exorcised in obtaining data 
relative to foundations. Yet tho bor- 
ing report claimed that at one point 
a boring disclosed bearing,- ."^oil at a 
level 10 feet below tho surface at 
«:rade 101.37, whereas at a point 90 
feet distant, the surface of tho ground 
\vas at grade 101.10, or a fraction of 
a foot lower than the grade at which 
bearing soil was reported found at 
the first point. 



Riihhish, Loam, Sand Found 

"Again Inani. s.nnd, ashes and riib- 
'bish were indicatpd in the boring re- 
port at many points at grades below 
grades at which it was claimed bearing 
soil wa.s found at other points. At 
some points strata of rubbish and other 
loose materials, and at other points 
strata of loam and sand have been 
found below poiuts where bearing soil 
was reported in the borings. A no- 
liceablo water condition has been found 
In several places, due-according to 
the contractor, the Matthew Cum- 
tnings Company— to .springs or to a 
brook. Along the sewer, bearing soil 
was reported found at grades varying 
from 93 to 101, yet tho contractor has 
now excavated or bored in some places 
40 or more feet deeper and has not 
yet reached hearing soil. 

"The dcp.Trlment wrote into the con- 
tract for the huildlug its knowledge 
that there was a sewer running 
thrnugh the lot. The Sewer Depart- 
ment p'an. whence this knowledge was 
derivtd. showed an abandoned sewer 
beside the existinjj sewer. It la ap- 
parent from the language used in the 
' contract, relative to the sewer, that 
the dep.trtmcnt official.') did not Know 
in what condition the sewer would be 
found, for the language in the con- 
tract required the building contractor 
to uncover tho sewer 'to determine the 
condition.' 

"Though the Sewer Department plan 
.showed that the grade of the surface 
at the time the sewer v.-.is laid varied 
between grades 94 and 97, George K. 
HoWnson. the architect employed ;o 
plan this building, accepted the «tate- 
,„mt of th". horinK r.-porl thst b'-'ncr; 
fioll had beei encountB»eii ftt Sradcs 



varying between 95 and 101, and drew 
his plana accordingly. As a result he 
located his footings at points 40 feet 
and more above the grade where the 
contractor is at present still searching 
for hearing soil. U should be added 
that the architect had special knowl- 
edge of tho general conditions sur- 
rounding the lot, having built two 
large garages on adjoining parcels. 

Report Wrongly Accepted 

"The above facts lei'd to the follow- 
ing conclusions; The inmiinclency of 
the boring report Is ap^aiuut from the 
voporf itself. No '^xperiencd .irchi'ect 
or engineer should have accepted it. 
Yet, it WH3 accepted by Mr Patterson 
and bv Mr Robinson, and formed the 
basia of the latters plans.

Plainly the various groups which have 
been looking: for substantial budget sav- 
ings In order to secure a much reduced 
tax rate next August, are grreatly disap- 
pointed over Mayor Curlej''s considera- 
tion of tlie annual appropriation bill, 
completed today witli a. total oi: only $3,- 
019,462.34 less than the present year's 
allotments. This is a saving' oZ approxi- 
mately 8 per cent, or about a third of the 
amount asked tor by the Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the Massachusetts Tax 
Association, tlie Boston Municipal Re- 
search Bureau and the Boston Real Es- 
tate Exchange. 

Against this picture, whicli reflects a 
possible lowering of the tax rate by $1.50, 
lis the gruesome spectre of |1S. 000,000 in 
uncollected taxes Cor 1932, the largest 
amount ever recorded at the collector's 
office at the end of the year, and a con- 
dition which gives striking confirmation 
to the Research Bureau's dictum that 
city taxes are near the conliscation point. 
City Collector William M. McMorrow was 
working like a Trojan today, as he had 
worked for many a day, to reduce the 
arrearages as far below $18,000,000 as 
possible, but there was little hope. Peo- 
/ue sinipiy cannot pay, oespite all tlieir 
promises and kindly feeling toward the 
city. 

Last year at the corresponding time, 
the final day of the fiscal .year, the col- 
lecting department had $11,000,000 on the 
books, having collected 81 per cent cf the 
total warrant. Conditions were almost as 
had as at present, but the final efforts 
were more productive than those ol this 
year. The total of coliected taxes of Ih'.a 
year's wfirrant of ! '7,fi75,OoO Is only 7S.107 
per cent. Tlierefore, for the tint thue 
in the recent history of the city, the 
treasurer has been obliged to go hito the 
market for tempo.iary loans to meet ex- 
penses for the present month and to 
cover the payroll Cor the Ilrst two or 
three weeks of the coming year, before 
tlie City Council can authorize ihe issu- 
ance of such loans. 



I.,4jaiiH of $8,000,«oll'^**''' 

The city had borrowed $32,000,000 up 
to Nov. ;io for temporary uses, having 
had no trouble, in stcuring the money, 
all of whiih was paid for In the first week 
of October, as is the custom. It waJ! 
Ivii)ed that the tax coUeiHlons would sup- 
ply all thi- necessary cash for the re- 
rjiainder of the year, but on Nov. aO the 
,itv was fia-eed into tftn market lor $3,- 
iiuo.ooo, which it .-iecured at 1.15 per cent, 
and yesterday it lloated a temporary loan 
for $5,000,000 with the l''lrst National 
I'.ank at 3 per cent, one-half of the loan to 
1„. i,ai<l on .luly 14 and the remainder on 
.Sept 20. There were rumors th it the 
loan' had been slightly restricted, but 
they could not be conflrmed either at the 
bank or at City Hall. 

There has been much m the way of 
IseU-congratulation among the financial 
advl.sers of the mayor that the city of 
Boston has not suffered a suggeation of 
banking stringency such as hsis been 
:ipplicd to New York city, where the 
bankers have had an important share in 
budget considenillons, even forcing the 
city to apply to the Assembly at Albany 
for the right to cut salaries by $30,000,000. 
No man at Citv Hall Is happier over Bos- 
ifoston's financial integrity tlian City 
Auditor I^upert S. Carven, who has spent 
(he gre-ater paxt of his life in the depart- 
ment ovci- which he lias presided for a 
dcjzn ynrs. 

To -Mr Carven, ag well as to the mayor 
and ills other advisers, Boston's huge 
cash deficit for 1932, as reflected In the 
need of securing $8,000,000 for the last 
few weeks of the year, is a severe blow; 
but this veteran official points to the 
SIS, 000, 000 In uncollected taxes as the 
strcmgest jjos'sible asset In meeting the 
deficiency. ,, . ,. 

"A cash de.lcit does not of Itse.t indi- 
i:ate unsound financing." City Auditor 
Carven says. "During times of financial 
depression, many taxpayers are tempo- ^ 
rarlly unable to meet their obligations, 
with the retnlt that municipalities may 
fail to receiv'e by the end of the year 
suffioient tax receplts to meet their cur- 
rent payments. Boston's experience dur- 
ing the year 1931 is an Illustration. The 
cash deficit at the end of the year, after 
the payment of :U1 known lia.bliities, was 
I$2,494,t)0i!.>i4, while tho uncollecter 1931 
property taxes to meet tliis deficit were 
$11,040,114.19. The deficit was met by 
rne coiiecuon ot 1931 taxes within the 
first three months of the current year." 

Civic Grotip.s Invited y 

Today, Budget Commissioner Charles J. 

Fo.x was in.structed by the mayor to in- 
vite representatives of the various civic 
groups interested to an inspection of tlte 
various budget sheets at their pleasiu-e 
next week. The research bui-eau as well 
as the I'Mnance Commis.slon, has had the 
sheets from time to time for its own In- 
spection. The real purposes of the invi- 
tation is that of affording the most ample 
opportunity for the interested taxpayers 
to check up on the various Items .and to 
receive the explanations involved for fall- 
tire or no-failure to act. 

The completion of the budget at this 
early date has established a lecurd. The 
final word was .said today wlien the 
mayor received .a summary of the work 
from Mr. Fox, shiiwing departmental estl- ' 
mates toi.alling $44,4fl3,il!l!i.29, exclusive 
of tho school department, h.ave been re- 
duced by $6,750,530.03, leaving a tentative 
budget total for 1933 at $7,043,109.25. Tills 
latter figure represents the $3,019,453.34 
reduction from the total allowances for 
1932, or the ofiufvalent of a reduction of 
$1.00 in the tax rate of $.',5.50. 

A survey of the sixty-four depa.rtments 
or divisions under wliich allowances are 
m.ade in tlie bud.aet revivals that fhty-fiv,.. 
dep.'irtrnents or divisions have receiv;-.d 
smaller allowances than in 1932; five hav.- 
received <lie .same allowance; and In .mlv 



anil soldtc!-s' rellf.f. are tlie 1933 allow- 
ances in excess of tliose for J 932. 

The factor having tho greatest In- 
fluence in the 19:13 budget reduction Is, 
the system of voluntary pay contribu- 
tions from employes. Under this sys- ' 
tern an av-erage i^oiilribution ot Ct'i per, 
cent of municipal payrolls wii! be con- ' 
iributed to the city trcasui-j' for the re- : 
lief of unemployment. It Is estimated ' 
that tne coutriliutlons will total approx- I 
Imately $2,500,000. ' 

Another important factor in the secur- 
ing of tlie reduction has been the policy 
of allowing: vficancies to remain unfilled 

land utilizing wherever possible* through- 
out city departments the services of the 
recipients of iiubiic welfare. It Is esti- 
mated that savings in excess of lialt a 
million dollars ho,ve been secured In 
this m.'inner. 

Otlier policies which have contributed 
to the reiluction are the deferring of de- 
partmental a<nivities wherever possible, 
absolute suspension of certain depart- 
mental services, extension of the bulli 
method of purchasing supplies and aniici- 
pation of departmental needs for supplies 
and materials so as to take advantage 
of prevailing low market prices.

Vetoes Order for 
j Lighting Plant 

Mayor Curley Sees Too Great 

a Handicap for Such a 

Project by City 

As was expected by those enthusiastic 
members ot the City Council who spon- 
• sored the order for the creation of a 
municipal lighting plant. Mayor Curley 
filed his veto today, a few lioiirs after he 
had won a sizeable vi<:tory for reduced 
rates in street lighting for the coming 
year. The mayor said to tlie Council: 

".While I have been a consistent advo- 
cate of puijiic ownership of public utili- 
ties and in fact, in l!i0> , as a, menib"r 
of the Board of Aldermen voled tor the 
erection of a municipal gas and electric 
plant, a thorough investigation of the 
m.itter made it' necessary for me as 
mayor In 1925 to disapprove an order 
similar to this for tlie same reasons 
which now make it imperative for me 
to veto the present order. 

"Chapter 1G4 of tt.e General Laws de- 
scribes the conditions under which a 
municipality may estab'ish a lighting 
plant, and in tho case of a city, such as. 
Boston, where electric light and gas com- 
panies are already established 8,n(l serv- 
ing a large portion ot the Metropolitan 
District, it requires no great study to 
make it evident that these conditions 
render it practically impossible from a 
financial standpoint for the city to en- 
gage :in the buslii" ; of manulfacturlng 
gas or electricity. 

"Even if tho city 'were in a financial 
condition to engage in tills enterpri.se 
the h.andicap would he too great for its 
success until such, time as the L,egisla., 
tore sees fit, to amend the laws so that 
a municipal corporation may establish a 
lighting plant without being under obli- 
gation of purchasing existing plants."
